Bush pledges continued 
U.S. support in secret visit 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I President Bush told Iraqi 
Prime Minister Nouri al-Maliki in a surprise 
face-to-face visit on Tuesday that the United 
States will stand with Iraq’s new government 
as it struggles for stability. “When America 
gives its word, it keeps its 
word,” Bush said. 

In a trip designed to 
both showcase that sup- 
port and ease war concerns 
at home, the president also 
emphasized that the future 
of the war-scarred country 
rests in Iraqi hands. 

“The decisions you and your cabinet 
make will be determinate as to whether 
or not a country succeeds that can govern 
itself, sustain itself and defend itself,” he 
told al-Maliki. 

Bush spent just over five and a half hours 
in Baghdad. On the way home, he told report- 
ers aboard Air Force One that Iraqi officials 
had expressed “concern about our commit- 
ment and keeping our troops there.” 

“There’s a worry, almost to a person, 
that we will leave before they are capable 
of defending themselves,” Bush said. “And I 
assured them they didn’t need to worry.” 

Only a handful of close aides knew about 
the trip in advance. Al-Maliki himself did not 
know the president was in Baghdad until five

Emergency planners 
say preparations were 
useful as disaster drill 

CRYSTAL RIVER, FLA. | Thefirsttrop- 
ical storm of the hurricane season 
was less than advertised Tuesday, 
bringing rain, gusty winds and some 
street flooding to Florida’s Gulf Coast 
without blowing up into the hurri- 
cane forecasters feared. 

There were no immediate reports 
of any serious injuries or deaths. 


But emergency planners said 
the preparations were not in vain: 
Alberto allowed them to hold a not- 
so-dry run of their disaster plans. 
And the rains snuffed out some of 
the wildfires that have bedeviled 
parched central Florida over the 
past few months. 

The storm’s center came ashore 
around noon near Adams Beach, 
about 50 miles southeast of 
Tallahassee. Its winds were 40 mph, 
down from 65 mph in the morning 
and well below the 74 mph hurricane 


threshold that forecasters thought 
it might cross. 

The prospect of a hurricane hit- 
ting the state less than two weeks 
into the season threw a scare into 
Florida, and more than 20,000 were 
ordered evacuated. 

If Alberto had struck as a hur- 
ricane, it would be have been 
an alarming start to the season, 
which began June 1. No hurricane 
has hit the United States this early 
in the hurricane season in 40 years.

GAZA CITY, GAZA STRIP I An Israeli 
airstrike on a top Palestinian 
rocket launcher and his accom- 
plice also killed two children and 
six other civilians Tuesday, inflam- 
ing Palestinian anger already 
aroused over the deaths of Gaza 
beachgoers. 

The violence coincided with 
bloody infighting among Palestin- 
ian gunmen, and could hurt 
attempts by President Mahmoud 
Abbas and the West to pressure the 
Hamas government to moderate its 
virulently anti-Israel stance. 

Abbas accused Israel of “state 
terrorism,” and the Islamic Jihad 
militant group vowed to avenge the 
death of its chief rocket launcher, 
Hamoud Wadiya.

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I Iraq’s prime min- 
ister set in motion the biggest secu- 
rity crackdown in Baghdad since the 
U.S.-led invasion, with 75,000 Iraqi 
and U.S. troops to deploy across 
the strife -prone capital starting 
Wednesday. 

Prime Minister Nouri al-Maliki 
also announced plans for an extend- 
ed curfew and a weapons ban, say- 
ing he would show “no mercy” to 
terrorists six days after al- Qaeda in 
Iraq leader Abu Musab al-Zarqawi 
was killed in a U.S. airstrike north- 
east of Baghdad. The government

15 -nation survey finds 
worlds image of U.S.

WASHINGTON | The presence of U.S. 
troops in Iraq is a greater threat to 
Mideast stability than the govern- 
ment in Iran, according to a poll of 
European and Muslim countries.

Police issue apology 
after London man 
is shot during arrest 

LONDON I It was only when 
Mohammed Abdul Kahar was lying 
on the sidewalk and saw a police van 
in front of his London house that he 
realized the men who had crashed 
into his home were not armed rob- 
bers, he said Tuesday.

Randolph Sengel said physical 
evidence and statements from 
bystanders support Officer Carl 
Stowe’s account that he fired at 
the sport utility vehicle in which 
Aaron Brown was riding out- 
side an International House of 
Pancakes because it was about to 
run him down. 

Brown, 18, of Springfield was 
killed in the Feb. 25 shooting. 
Police said Brown and his friends 


had left the restaurant without 
paying their bill and that Stowe, 
who was off duty and working as 
a security guard, fired at the Jeep 
Cherokee after attempting to stop 
them from fleeing. 

“The evidence in this case clearly 
establishes that Stowe fired after 
the Jeep changed course and head- 
ed at him, and he was under rea- 
sonable apprehension that his life 
was in danger,” Sengel wrote in 


the report. 

For the review, Sengel’s office 
interviewed witnesses and con- 
ducted follow-ups to the initial 
police investigation. 

The 19 -year- old driver, Stephen 
J. Smith, pleaded guilty Monday to 
marijuana possession and under- 
age possession of alcohol. He was 
sentenced to six months probation 
and 75 hours of community service,

Microsoft Releases Security Patches 


New data also show 
core inflation rising 
faster than expected 

WASHINGTON! Consumers, battered 
by surging gasoline prices and ris- 
ing interest rates, cut back sharply 
on their spending in May, provid- 
ing further evidence suggesting the 
economy is slowing. 

It is still an open question 
whether the slowdown is com- 
ing soon enough to keep inflation 
under control. 

The Labor Department report- 
ed Tuesday that wholesale prices 
rose by just 0.2 percent in May, a 
big drop from the past two months. 
But core inflation, excluding food 
and energy, showed an increase of 
0.3 percent, faster than Wall Street 
had expected. 

The Commerce Department 
reported that retail sales edged 


up only 0.1 percent last month 
and would have been in negative 
territory had it not been for a big 
rise in the price of gasoline. 

Without the higher payout at 
gas stations, retail sales would have 
fallen 0.1 percent last month. The 
declines were widespread with sales 
falling at auto dealerships, furniture 
stores and hardware stores. 

Analysts said that consumers, 
who have been the driving force in 
the four-year- old economic expan- 
sion, are beginning to flag in their 
shopping zeal under an array of 
adverse forces. 

“With employment growth slow- 
ing, interest rates rising, stock prices 
falling, housing markets cooling and 
energy prices still elevated, there is 
much weighing on the minds of con- 
sumers,” said Michael Gregory, an 
economist at BMO Nesbitt Burns, 
a Toronto investment bank.

A magazine looks 
for and finds rock’s 
conservative side 

MUSIC I Pity the conservative rock 
fan. 

So many musicians are gang- 
ing up on the president. Bruce 
Springsteen is on tour playing pro- 
test songs. The Dixie Chicks have a 
new single that finds them stand- 
ing firm against President Bush. 
And last year, the Rolling Stones 
released a song that called the 
president a hypocrite. 

But to prove that there is still 
some music out there for conserva- 
tive rockers, National Review has 
published a list of the 50 greatest 
conservative rock songs. The mag- 
azine’s John J. Miller, who compiled 
the list, explains the criteria: “The 
lyrics must convey a conservative 
idea or sentiment, such as skepti- 
cism of government or support for 
traditional values. And, to be sure, 
it must be a great rock song.” 

At the top of the list is the Who’s 
“Won’t Get Fooled Again,” which 
Miller calls a theme song for “disil- 
lusioned revolutionaries” who have 
forsaken their naive idealism. Also in 
the top 10 are “Wouldn’t It Be Nice” 
by the Beach Boys (for its pro-absti- 
nence and pro -marriage message), 
“Gloria” by U2 and “Revolution” by

the Beatles. 

Other selections include songs by 
Bob Dylan (“Neighborhood Bully”), 
David Bowie (“Heroes”) and John 
Mellencamp (“Small Town”). 

Not surprisingly, liberal rock 
fans weren’t going to concede 
these tunes without a fight. After 
the list was posted online late last 
month, liberal blogs quickly lit up 
with outrage and offered song-by- 
song deconstructions of National 
Review’s choices. 

“Conservatives are jealous that 


they can’t rock out with a clean con- 
science to a lot of the music they grew 
up listening to. ...” wrote one blog- 
ger. “Why can’t they be in on being 
cool? That seems to be the subtex- 
tual whine.” 

Offered the Rude Pundit: “The 
entire list is sad and embarrass- 
ing, like watching Grandpa do the 
Macarena now. ... The readers and 
editors of the National Review had to 
neglect, almost entirely, the politics 
and lifestyles of nearly every single 
one of the music acts on the list.” 


But, in an interview. Miller, the 
National Review’s national political 
reporter, said he separated the artist 
from the song when making the list. 
He also rejects the argument that 
conservative rock fans desperately 
want to be cool. 

“Rock ’n’ roll is mainstream,” 
Miller said. “You can say whatev- 
er you want about its origins and 
rebelliousness. The overwhelm- 
ing majority of it has nothing 
to do with politics.” Stephen kiehl

Covering Lost Ground 


Ice Cube’s rhyming 
prowess is more than 
intact on this return 

MUSIC I Considering that Ice Cube’s 
most satisfying musical moment of 
the past dozen years was probably 
his 2003 reunion with Westside 
Connection, the gangsta rap pioneer 
has plenty of ground to make up 
on “Laugh Now, Cry Later” (Lench 
Mob). It’s hardly surprising that he 
tries to cover it all at once; the result 


is an album that is sometimes frus- 
trating, yet also contains his most 
inspired work in ages. 

Trying to make peace with the 
juggernaut of crunk is a mistake, 
as Lil’ Jon’s watered- down strip - 
club sound only inspires the usual 
lyrical leers. 

But Ice Cube struggles through- 
out to find suitable beats, with lots 
of generic G-Funk and few cuts 
worthy of his old N.W. A. band- 
mate Dr. Dre. 

A set of rhymes this promising 


deserves better, though. “Laugh 
Now, Cry Later” makes a serious 
attempt at reconciling the con- 
tradictions of being a thug on his 
way to being 40, and the title track 
(about the live-for-today mental- 
ity infecting black America) and 
“Child Support” (a complex meta- 
phor about the inferior MCs Cube’s 
music has spawned) are particularly 
funny, furious and a reminder that 
Cube has more than just family- 
friendly films to offer, dan ylglk

Nelly Furtado looks 
to the dance club for 
a sexier, urban hit 

CHANGING UP I Most artists would 
love to sell 400,000 copies of an LP 
in the U.S., as Nelly Furtado did 
with “Folklore,” which dropped in 
late 2003. But it was a disappoint- 
ment after her 2000 debut “Whoa 
Nelly! ,” was purchased 2.4 million 
times and featured the hit song “I’m 
Like a Bird.” 

After a record-label merger, 
Furtado found herself on Geffen, 
a label very enthusiastic about her 
new disc, “Loose,” due June 20. 

The first single, “Promiscuous,” 
produced by hip-hop uber-producer 


Timbaland, is making a big impact 
on radio, retail and in the digital 
world. 

“She’s one of those artists that 
bridges the gaps between urban 
and rock music; she’s pop -orient- 
ed, yet has a rhythmic feel,” said 
Tracy Austin, program director of 
KRBE Houston. 

“Promiscuous” and its video fea- 
ture Furtado’s new urban sound and 
sexier image, something that isn’t 
sitting well with all her fans. Much 
has been written about Furtado sell- 
ing out to a more accessible sound 
and making a video that’s criticized 
for targeting the lowest common 
denominator. 

Chris Smith, Furtado’s manag- 
er, points to the urban vibe on her

debut. “The urban component [on 
this record] is more than ‘Folklore,’ 
but not more than the first album,” 
he said. 

The sound of “Loose” took 
direction after Furtado met with 
Timbaland in Miami last year dur- 
ing a session expected to produce 
two songs. But drawing inspira- 
tion from the collaboration with 
Timbaland, the city and the other 
artists recording at the Hit Factory 
studio, she emerged with 10 tracks 
and most of the new record. 

“When you’re recording at the 
Hit Factory it’s exhilarating. Tim’s in 
one studio, Scott Storch in another. 
Cash Money and Lil Wayne upstairs. 
It was really stimulating,” Furtado 
said. 

She also said she’d long planned 
to make a record like “Loose.” “I 
knew this record would have to 
explore my urban sound a little 
more. I had been promising the 
fans that for a long time.” chris m.

Brazil Leaves Room for Improvement 



Defending World Cup 
ehamps open with a 
1-0 win over Croatia 

WORLD CUP I Brazil opened its 
attempt for a record sixth World 
Cup title Tuesday with a 1-0 win 
over Croatia in Group F. 

Kaka scored in the 44th minute 
with a 20 -meter shot into the top 
right corner of the goal, turning the 
whistles of Brazil’s previously frus- 
trated fans into cheers. 

However, Brazil goalkeeper Dida 
made a string of saves at the sold- 
out Olympic Stadium and striker 
Ronaldo was substituted after a 
below-par performance, suggest- 
ing the defending champions will 
have to improve if they are to reach 
the final on July 9. 

“We needed a little more move- 
ment, creativity, but I think con- 
sidering it was the opener it was a 
good match,” Kaka said. 


Brazil’s three points kept it the 
favorite to easily advance into the 
next round. Croatia, which reached 


the semifinals in 1998, must now 
get points from Japan and Australia 
to revive its chances. 


Brazil had a bright start, hogging 
possession and relying on Emerson 
and Ze Roberto to win the ball when 
moves broke down. The Brazilians 
faded midway through the first half 
under tough Croatian tackling and 
rarely convinced after. 

“I think the result was excep- 
tional,” Brazil coach Carlos 
Alberto Parreira said. “The team’s 
performance, evidently needs to 
improve and it will improve in the 
next matches.” 

While Brazil has a record five 
titles, Croatia is in just its second 
World Cup. Still, Croatia large- 
ly limited Brazil to a handful of 
long-range shots. 

Urged on by Croatia’s vocal 
fans — who outnumbered their 
Brazilian counterparts in the 
72,000 crowd — captain Niko 
Kovac initiated a few attacks 
before going off with what appeared 
to be a rib injury in the 40th.

Roethlisberger could 
be borne soon, ready in 
time for Sept. 7 opener 

NFL I Steelers quarterback Ben 
Roethlisberger could be out of the 
hospital in a few days and appears 
likely to play this season after a 
bloody motorcycle accident in 
which his helmetless head shat- 
tered a car windshield. 

The Steelers’ Super Bowl-win- 
ning quarterback was upgraded to 
fair condition at Mercy Hospital on 
Tuesday, a day after the scary acci- 
dent at a busy Pittsburgh intersection 
left him and his team shaken. 

Doctors did not discuss 
Roethlisberger’s condition in detail, 
at the request of his family, but the 
quarterback’s only major injuries 
were to his face. 

Jaw injuries can vary greatly in 
nature and, because of the rather 
limited protection provided by a 
football helmet, have the potential 
to sideline a player for a lengthy peri- 
od. But the surgeons who operated 
on Roethlisberger for seven hours 
Monday said all of his fractures were 
successfully repaired.

For Kia, Haste Makes Waste 



Statistics-wise, thetrimmed, sleeker 2006 KiaSedona measures up with its mini- 
van peers. But, in terms of look and feel, it’s like it was thrown together last-minute. 


The ’06 Sedona feels 
rushed to the point of 
absolute mediocrity 

ROAD TEST | The Kia Sedona mini- 
van is a huge steaming pile of who 
cares. It had seemed the Korean 
carmakers could disgorge vast 
quantities of handsome and pre- 
cision-engineered vehicles pretty 
much at will, and sell them for the 
price of gum. 

But the Kia Sedona puts the 
planets back in their rightful orbits, 
at least temporarily. Here are the 
tragic trim pieces, wavering seams 
and maddening rattles we used to 
expect from the Koreans. The whole 
thing feels as if it were assembled 
at gunpoint. 

The Sedona’s dishabille is all the 
more noticeable in the presence of 
its competition. The Sedona doesn’t 
have the of-a-piece, close -weave 
feeling of those vehicles. It feels, 
in a word, immature. In a hyphen- 
ated word, half-baked. The turned 


seams in the seat upholstery are 
puckered. The wood trim is made 
from that exotic species of hard- 
wood, Polystyrene ironicus. 

Worst of all, it rattles. There is 
something big and heavy juddering 
in the back of our the van; the noise 
comes from a coupling between the 
left rear multi-links and the steel 
unit-body. It is the most egregious 
among many noises the Sedona 
makes. You’ll make one of your 
own: You’ll groan every time you 
get into it. 

Let’s set the table a bit: This 


is the second-generation Sedona, 
and this time around Kia has taken 
dead aim at the heart of minivan- 
dom. The Sedona has grown nearly 
8 inches in length while dropping, 
Janet Jackson-style, a bunch of 
ugly fat. Thanks to a new alloy- 
block engine, a stiffer and lighter 
steel monocoque and other dietary 
measures, the vehicle now weighs 
in at 4,387 pounds — more if fully 
loaded. Said 3.8 -liter V6 is a very 
decent piece, putting out 244 tip and 
253 pound-feet of torque, much of 
it distributed nicely across the tach.

I replaced a battery about six 
months ago at 90,000 miles, and 
since then the battery light blinks 
faintly when I start the car. But it 
disappears above I rpm. What’s the 
problem and what should I do? 

Test the condition of the alter- 
nator — specifically, the brushes in 
the alternator. 

My car has a hole in the antifreeze 
container. When I put antifreeze 
in it, it just drains out. I was told 
it’s expensive to get this replaced 
because major machinery needs to 
be moved around to get to it. What 
do you think? 

I suspect this is not the anti- 
freeze container but, rather, a 
gasket or seal — and, if that is the 
case, yes, it would be expensive. If 
it is just the container, it should be 
under $100 parts and labor.

Fans save cash at the 
World Cup by staying 
in RVs and trailers 

Kevin Neale pitched his Union Jack- 
decorated tent on the outskirts of 
Germany’s financial capital, opting 
to pay less than $9 a night instead 
of the hundreds being sought by the 
city’s hotels. 

Auto worker Dean Doc and six 
friends pooled their money to rent 
an RV — kitchen included — for 
eight days in order to follow England 
at the World Cup. 

“It’s a good price,” the 41- 
year- old from Birmingham said 
as his crew readied to drive to 
Nuremberg for England’s game 
Thursday against Trinidad & 
Tobago. “The seats exchange 
into beds and it comfortably 
sleeps seven.” 

For a total of about $1,800 for a 
week, plus gas and food, they fig- 
ure they’re spending around $400 
each to experience the World Cup 
without sacrificing the satisfac- 
tion of a comfortable bed and 
hot food. 

They’re not alone. Thousands 
of fans from England to Poland 
are making like members of the 
NASCAR nation, loading up 
rental vans, recreational vehi- 
cles or camping trailers to follow 
their teams during the monthlong 
tournament. 


Most said it was a strategy to 
save money. After all, in Frankfurt, 
two nights in a hotel can cost more 
than $1,000. Fans can find cheap- 
er digs, but they’ll have to travel 
nearly 30 miles outside the city 
where a two -night stay at the Tryp 
Frankfurt Langenselbod will set 
them back about $80. 

“It’s too expensive,” said Johnny 
Maloney of Portsmouth, another 
World Cup camper. “We just set 
up a tent anywhere we go.” 

In Germany, RV parks and 
campgrounds are plentiful, and 
it’s common to see them filled on 
weekends. Reservations are man- 
datory during major events such as 


the World Cup, though tents still 
get set up just outside the grounds 
at no cost. 

“The facilities are fantastic,” 
said Kevin Neale, a Londoner 
experiencing budget travel with 
three friends after going the high- 
class route for last month’s Cannes 
Film Festival. “I’ve stayed in the best 
hotels in Cannes but I was dubi- 
ous about coming to Germany and 
camping.” 

His outlook brightened when 
he saw the availability of show- 
ers, easy access to trains and the 
campsite camaraderie. The cost 
helped, too. 

“We’ve all pitched in and helped 


out and created our own commu- 
nity,” said Neale, who watches the 
games at nearby bars where the beer 
is inexpensive. 

His group will travel to Munich 
on Tuesday, and then to Nuremberg 
in time for England’s game on 
Thursday. 

“We’re camping out there, too,” 
he said. 

For Doc and his six traveling 
companions, it was just a matter 
of renting the RV and taking the 
ferry to France. From there they 
drove through the Netherlands 
and into Germany. 

Maloney began researching the 
cost of hotels and quickly decid- 


ed on a more economical route. 
So he packed up an old Vauxhall 
Cavalier, painted on the St. George 
cross and threw in tents for the 
journey. 

“We’ve tented outside and the 
people are the best that I’ve ever 
met,” he said. 

There is at least one other 
advantage. 

“The beer is cheaper outside of 
the city limits,” said Maloney, who 
also bellies up to the bar when he 
wants to watch the games. “It can 
cost up to $31 a round [in the city] 
and that’s a lot of money when 
you’re drinking 16 hours a day! ”

British author tells all 
of her N.Y. stories in 
memoir, Tabloid Love’ 

What if Bridget Jones, fictional 
chronicler of the trials and tribu- 
lations of 30 -something singletons, 
had left London to become a tabloid 
reporter in New York? 

And what if, as well as chas- 
ing news stories, she had a Carrie 
Bradshaw-like column, detailing her 
troubled love -life and bad dates?

In it, Bridget quits a comfortable 
job back home as assistant features 
editor with The Times of London 
to plunge in at the deep end as a 
general assignment reporter at the 
New York Post. 

She breaks up with the boy- 
friend she left behind in England, 
has many bad dates, yearns after 
and wins “Jack,” a senior editor at 
the Post, only to lose him, partly

because he is tired of details of their 
relationship appearing in her col- 
umn. She has a fabulous time run-

Her assignments often include 
tracking down distraught relatives 
of crime victims — examples include 


a decapitated owner of an Upper 
East Side restaurant and a 4 -year- 
old stabbed to death by his play- 
mates with a ball point pen. 

One Christmas day, Harrison 
was even assigned to knock on the 
door of a man whose wife of 39 
years was killed in a hit-and-run 
the night before. She found him all 
alone, deeply in shock. 

“It’s the nearest I’ve ever been to 
crying on a job. I had to hold onto 
the table to stop myself bursting 
into tears. Then you feel like such 
a fraud because you’re there to get 
your quotes,” she says. 

Harrison’s other job at the paper 
was a column about dating in New 
York and much of the book is also 
taken up with horror stories about 
the men she met, including one who 
popped a mint in her mouth at the 
start of a date. 

She wasn’t worried about reveal- 
ing embarrassing details of her per- 
sonal life although she was anxious 
about the reaction of her ex-boy- 
friends and changed the names of 
one of the men she dated as well as 
the two main love interests. 

“The problem is, when you date 
someone, you don’t expect all your 
breakup conversations and intimate 
moments to end up in a book and 
I think that is something both of 
them felt was a bit of betrayal. I 
am still friends with them, kind

Calligraphy students 
learning the write 
stuff for fun or profit 

After Lee Bogle, a staffer in Georgia 
Sen. Saxby Chambliss’ office, got 
married two years ago, the graceful 
script on the outside of her invita- 
tions remained stuck in her mind. 
“The envelopes looked so pretty,” 
she said. 

Though someone else addressed 
her invites back then. Bogle is now 
well on her way to forming her own 
beautiful letters. She’s taking a 
six-week calligraphy program at 
Woodson High School under the 
Fairfax County Public School’s 
Adult Education Program. 

“This is definitely relaxing after 
being on the Hill all day,” said Bogle 


during a recent class, as she dipped 
her pen nib into an inkwell to prac- 
tice her lowercase letters. 

Unless you’re a planning awed- 
ding, you’re not likely to encoun- 
ter many calligraphers or advertise- 
ments for their services. But scratch 
the surface of the Washington, D.C.- 
area calligraphy world, and you’ll 
find one of the most vibrant and 
active bunch of scribblers in the 
nation. 

Calligraphy, a painstaking hand- 
writing technique, comes from 
two Greek words, kallos, meaning 
“beauty,” and graphos, translating 
as “writing” or “drawing.” 

The techniques practiced and 
taught today date to the Middle 
Ages, when monks used the swirl- 
ing script to make illuminated man- 
uscripts of biblical texts.

In modern times, calligraphers 
work on everything from wedding 
invitations to event posters to 
tombstones. And there are plenty 
of local experts and opportunities 
to learn the art. School districts, the 
Smithsonian Institution and one- 
on-one instructors all offer classes 
to wannabe scribblers. 

People enjoy it, “because they see 
themselves create something,” said 
Caroline Gillin, an instructor at The 
Smithsonian Resident Associates, 
the museum complex’s educational 
division. “Here, we dip pens in ink,” 
she said. “Students are used to zip- 
ping things off on the computer. It’s 
very different.” 

Students just dipping their quills 
into the craft, are “really amazed 
at the artistry that’s involved, and 
how you can take the ordinary letter 
and make it to art,” said Pat Blair, 
a past president of the Washington 
Calligrapher’s Guild and the newly 
appointed head White House cal- 
ligrapher in March. 

The hub of the calligraphy 
biz in D.C. is the Washington

Calligraphers Guild, a 625 -member 
association of scribes from all over 
the world. The group boasts nation- 
ally renowned members, includ- 
ing German Hermann Zapf, who 
designed some of the most common 
fonts people use on their computers. 
(If you dig the crisp, serifed look of 
Palatino, thank Mr. Zapf.) 

Those with no aspirations to rock 
the typeface universe still enjoy cal- 
ligraphy. The basic strokes for many 
fonts can be learned in a few ses- 
sions, and many people find they 
are able to write fairly well within 
about four lessons. 

Some do-it-yourselfers can 
learn calligraphy from books. 
“The Speedball Textbook” is the 
best known; recent titles include 


“The Calligrapher’s Bible” and 
“The Complete Idiot’s Guide to 
Calligraphy.” But classes are often 
more effective for novices, because 
students have the opportunity to 
be around other beginners and get 
instructor feedback. 

Teachers “can spot from a 
mile away whether your spacing 
is off or your writing is crooked,” 
said Tamara Stoneburner, a past 
president of the Washington 
Calligraphers Guild. “They can 
stop you before you develop bad 
habits.” 

The guild’s extensive Web site 
(calligraphersguild.org) lists a hand- 
ful of local courses. Most classes 
take place in the evenings and run 
for about six to 10 sessions. 


While there are a few courses 
in eastern calligraphy, including 
Arabic and Chinese scripts, the 
bulk of calligraphy classes teach 
Roman letters. 

Students tend to take calligra- 
phy courses for a variety of reasons. 
Some want to improve their hand- 
writing, others seek a new hobby. 

And a few people want to learn a 
new skill that they can use to earn 
money. “I thought it would just be 
fun,” said Bogle. “Maybe if I get good 
enough, I can do wedding invita- 
tions on the side. But, I’ve got a lot 
of work to do.” She looks down at 
her paper, dismayed that her upper- 
case letters aren’t as well-shaped 
as she’d like. She was traveling last

week, and didn’t practice her cal- 
ligraphy much. 

Andrea Thomas, an administra- 
tive assistant in the same Fairfax 
County class as Bogle, is engaged to 
be married, and she’s in this class 
because she’s hoping to address her 
own wedding invitations. Like other 
brides-to-be, she likes how calligra- 
phy adds a personal touch to wed- 
ding correspondence. “It’s also 
kind of expensive in this area to 
have someone do it,” she said. 

Instructors usually begin each 
class with lessons on fundamental 
strokes and parts of letters. Students 
then practice individual letters 
before moving on to whole words 
and embellishing their work. 

“If you don’t have good fun- 
damentals you won’t be able to 
be artistic later on,” said Charles 
Lane, a teacher in the Arlington 
County Public Schools’ adult edu- 
cation program. 

And while students may sign up 
to make fancy letters, they inevita- 
bly come out with a crash course 
in calligraphy history. Scripts that 
are taught are often centuries old; 
many date to before the invention 
of the printing press, when books 
were copied by hand. 

“That’s what makes this an art 
form. You have to understand what 
was going on in the time period,” 


said Irene McCann, who teaches the 
class at Woodson High School. 

McCann explained that the 
Rotunda script, developed during 
the 14th and 15th centuries and used 
to record the original Gregorian 
chants, came about because the 
Vatican refused to use the Gothic 
script that was popular at the 
time. The papacy thought Gothic 
was illegible, so a new script was 
developed. 

In her class, McCann teaches 
copperplate calligraphy, a specif- 
ic script done with a pointed nib 
as opposed to the flatter nib used 
for other styles. Fluid, dramatic 
and graceful, copperplate stars 
on many invitations and memory 
books. Most classes in the area teach 
general calligraphy, with a flat nib, 
so look for copperplate specifically 
if that’s the style you want. 

Regardless of which type of 
class they take, most students say 
they find calligraphy both sur- 
prisingly relaxing and surprising- 
ly addictive. At the end of Gillin’s 
two-and-a-half-hour classes at 
the Smithsonian, she said she has 
a hard time getting students to put 
down their pens. People also find it 
contemplative and relaxing, Gillen 
said. “For some of them, it’s a relief 
from the tensions of the day. Within 
a half hour or 45 minutes they

Calligraphers add 
flourish to social life 
at the White House 

For VIPs invited to a gala or state 
dinner at the White House, the 
event usually begins with a fan- 
ciful, hand-addressed invitation. 
The executive mansion employs 
three full-time professional cal- 
ligraphers to hand-produce invi- 
tations, menus, certificates, place 
cards and anything else that needs 
an artist’s touch. They work through 
the social office in the east wing of 
the White House, addressing let- 
ters to prime ministers, presidents 
and royalty. 

Pat Blair —appointed head 
White House calligrapher in March 
after a stint in Vice President Dick 
Cheney’s office — tries not be intim- 
idated by the megawatt names she 
has to inscribe on a regular basis. 
“You have to check yourself,” she 
said. “You have to stay focused on 
what you’re doing and treat heads 
of state just like you were writing 
to a next door neighbor.” 

Blair got involved in calligraphy 


by taking adult education classes 
in New York. She thought it would 
make an enjoyable hobby, but she 
never imagined the courses would 
lead her to work in the same build- 
ing as the president. “People see it 
as just pretty writing,” she said. 
But for Blair, calligraphy became 
a new career. 


Blair and the other White House 
calligraphers are kept very busy. Yet 
they make a very conscious effort 
not to misspell names or write the 
wrong address. We’re “fastidious 
in our attempt to get everything 
right,” said Blair. “When things get 
messed up it is very, very behind the 
scenes.” b.q.

Still in business suits. They had as 
many reasons for taking the class 
as a clown has pratfalls. Some did 
it to meet people: “I always get IT 
people who lack a set of social skills 
and who are looking to improve,” 
said Westfall. 

Others, like Eric White, who 
just graduated from South River 
High School, hope to eventually 
pursue a career in the spotlight. 
Though White — who, early in the 
class, was hilariously imploring his 
TiVo to “Stop recording ‘Becker! ’ 
— said, “my parents are making me 
major in something real” when he 
attends Frostburg State University 
in the fall. 

More serious actors also have 
many ways to further their crafts — 
and their careers — in the area. 

At St. Paul’s Lutheran Church 
in D.C., Robert Epstein teaches 
classes in the Meisner technique. 
During the program, which takes 
two years to complete, Epstein 
schools small groups in the acting 
technique, developed in the 1930s 
by Sandford Meisner.

Epstein adapted Meisner’s origi- 
nal curriculum, which required stu- 
dents to attend two classes a week, 
plus meet with a partner outside 
of class, into a series of eight-week 
sessions featuring a class a week. 
Students also meet with an assigned 
scene partner weekly to practice 
material outside of class. 

By slowly and deliberately intro- 
ducing new elements into simple 
scenes, students immerse them- 
selves in the Meisner technique, 
which requires actors to exhibit 
“truthful emotion” and “truthful 
behavior.” In class, this means 
Epstein urges them to tap into 
their imaginations (e.g., if you’re 
playing a grieving widow, you would 
imagine what it would be like to lose 
someone close to you) and “truth- 
ful behavior,” aka channeling how 
human beings typically behave in a 
situation. “Meisner would say, ‘Don’t 
take an actual memory, but take 
something that could occur.’ You 
can let your imagination go wher- 
ever it goes,” said Epstein.

Meisner classes are taught in a 
very systematic way. “If you come 
as a beginner, it’s not one of those 
situations where the teacher says, 
‘Get up and act ! ’ ” said Epstein. Each 
week is a specific lesson: The first is 
“sitting in a chair, next to someone, 
seeing what behavior you get and 
what you give back,” he said. 

Eventually, Epstein fills his 
charges in on more advanced con- 
cepts like “imaginary circumstance” 
and “emotional preparation” before 
moving on to working with script- 
ed material. 

Epstein gets a “mix of pros who 
have heard of Meisner, kids out of 
college, professionals in other fields 
who want to do something creative 
or [people who] really want to act 
without giving up their day job.” 

For actors whose daily exis- 
tence already involves learning 
lines and attending rehearsals, 
the Shakespeare Theatre Company’s 
Academy for Classical Acting is a 
year-long program, culminating in 
an MFA. Classes take place nine 
hours a day, five days a week, with 
rehearsals on Saturdays and dur- 
ing the summer term. The program 
finishes with two full-scale produc- 
tions; this year they are “As You Like 
It” and “The Cardinal” 

During the intensive, highly 
physical classes, thespians study all 


aspects of classical acting. Courses 
focus on text, voice and speech, 
movement, stage combat and mask. 
During sessions held throughout the 
year, students do everything from 
studying Jacobean drama to prac- 
ticing their sword skills. 

Student Carie Yonekawa — 
currently starring as Rosalind 
in the program’s “As You Like 
It” — likes the fact that the ACA 
course is shorter than most MFA 
programs, which last two or three 


years. “A one-year program is a huge 
advantage, especially for women,” 
she said. “Our careers do not have 
the longevity that men’s have. For 
a woman to take three years out of 
her twenties is killer.” 

While those long hours might 
sometimes feel like boot camp, 
Yonekawa finds the ACA reward- 
ing. “I’m exhausted at the end of the 
day,” she said. “But it’s good exhaust- 
ed, because I’m doing what I love.”

I’m trying to give people hope. 

And if they’re studying some- 
thing like engineering, they 
should expand their career 
thinking.

My husband and I would like to 
relocate in the near future. We 
don’t have a new location picked 
out, but have several possible cit- 
ies in mind. Is it really difficult to 
find a job elsewhere while still liv- 
ing in Washington? Would a head- 
hunter be necessary? 

There’s nothing wrong with 
seeking out a headhunter. He or 
she could be a great in to a new city. 
Also, talk to your friends, former 


colleagues and family members who 
live anywhere or lived anywhere you 
might find exciting. They may have 
contacts for you, which is still the 
best way to get a job. 

I got married about six months ago, 
and I legally changed my name. I 
am trying to keep my maiden name 
professionally due to my already 
established career and publica- 
tions. That is a pain itself. But I’m 
contemplating testing my market- 
ability by sending out a few resu- 
mes. I haven’t decided if I will 
switch to my legal name at my next 
job. While I keep my options open, 
should my resume use my legal 
name or the name that matches the 
publications on my cover letter? 

I would keep the name that 
matches the publications. You 
might need to do that so your poten- 


tial employers know who you are 
and can verify your work. It would 
work the other way too, but keeping 
your maiden name for now (while 
searching for a new gig) would be 
much easier. 

What do you think about apply- 
ing for jobs that you’re not really 
interested in? I saw this job listing 
I am qualified for, but I like my cur- 
rent job and have no intention of 
leaving. Yet part of me still wants 
to apply. I want to stay fresh with 
my resume and interviewing skills, 
and I also want to keep apprised of 
what’s out there in my field. Am I 
being misleading? 

It never hurts to check some- 
thing out. You can decide whether 
it perhaps interests you after an ini- 
tial interview. If it doesn’t, then don’t 
lead this company on. If something 


about it intrigues you, then check 
it out further. 

I recently was offered a position 
that looks great on paper, but the 
interview left me feeling blah. I 
turned down the offer, but am now 
having second thoughts. I’m pretty 
sure I made the right decision. But 
now I’m plagued by what-ifs. 

You listened to your gut. That’s 
a smart thing. Really. Hold out 
for something that excites you. 
If you take the first thing offered 
just because a company offered it, 
you’re not going to be happy. 

I got to talking about someone in 
my office. I know I shouldn’t do 
that, but several of us have had 
trouble working with her, so we 
were venting. Unfortunately for 
us, she heard us. But when I think 


about it, I suppose she deserved to 
have heard us. We should be able 
to confront her about issues that 
bother us! But I’m worried this will 
damage our work relationships for 
the future. Would we be better off 
just apologizing profusely, or trying 
to tackle the underlying issues? 

She DESERVED to have heard 
you? I don’t think so. I think that’s 
you trying to justify wrong actions. 
We all vent. I know we do. But 
that’s no excuse for saying some- 
one deserved to hear you trashing 
her behind her back. Be a big per- 
son. Go apologize. Say that you’re 
sorry she heard it, and sorry you 
weren’t (wo)man enough to speak 
to her in person about certain issues 
that you think you need to work out. 
If you don’t, there’s no question it 
will hurt work relationships in the 
future. Fix it. 
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
